INFLUENZA MEASURES 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—(P)— 
| The influenza situation prompted Sur- 
| geon General Cumming,,of the public 
| health service, today f, “emphasize 
,; anew publie precautions and personal 

hygiene practices upon which its pre- 

vention depends.” 

' “Go home and go to bed,” was laid 
| down as the “keynote rule” in its 
check and cure. 

“Call the doctor,” came the next, 
but rules also were given in case the 
| doctor couldn't come. 

They were: “Remain in bed, eat 
a simple diet, take plenty of fluids 
such as water, fruit juices, milk, 
bouillon and hot soups at frequent in- 
tervals, 

“Do not take any so-called cure. 
There is no specific cure.” 

This procedure, Dr. Cumming said, 
should prevent the influenza patient 
from becoming seriously ill. 

Influenza itself, he emphasized, {s 
not fatal—the pneumonia which often 
follows it is frequently fatal. 

Rest was stressed as most impor- 
tant. 

“Remain in bed until all symptoms 
| have disappeared and then, under the 
| physician’s advice, return very grad- 
(ually to usual physieal activities, be- 
ing sure to rest before becoming 
tired,’”’ was the surgeon general's pre- 
scription. 

For the able-bodied he prescribed: 

Fight to ten hours’ sleep every 
night with windows open under warm 
covers. 

Eating a moderate mixed diet and 
drinking six to eight glasses of pure 
water daily, 

Wearing clothing warm enough to 
prevent chilling of body surfaces. 

Avoid people with colds especially 
from those sneezing or coughing. 

Keep out of crowds in closed places, 

Avoid use of common utensils. 

Wash the hands frequently, 
especially before eating. 

Avoid the use of any “so-called pre- 
ventives—vaorihés, sera and adver- 
tised” preventives seem to be of. no 
value and may be harmful in this dis- 
ease,” 

Avoid alcohol and stimulants of all 
sorts, 

Walk to work if possible and keep 
as much as you can in the open air.

Persons of “high standing and respec- 
tability” were said to be taking part 
in this evasion of law. 

To the new standards of individual 
freedom and the quest for excitement 
since the war, the commission attrib- 


‘uted part of the increased drinking. 


Women and youth are also pictured as 
imbibing freely. although the comm’s- 
sion said evidence is conflicting «n 


this point. 


“Votes in colleges show an attitude 
of hostility to or contempt for the 
law on the part of those who are uot 
unlikely to be leaders in the.next gen- 
eration,” it said.

Noted Scientist and Writes 
Dies in Hospital After 
Heart Attack. 


ROME, Ga., Jan. 22.—Miss Frances 
Andrews, internationally known scien- 
tist and writer, died in a_ hospital 
here late Wednesday night following 
a heart attack. She was 90 years of 
age. 

Funeral services were conducted 
Thursday afternoon, with the Rev. 
Fields Saumenig, rector’of the St. 
Peter’s Episcopal church, officiating, 


and interment was in the Myrtle Hill 
cemetery. 


Miss Andrews, with Theodore 
Roosevelt and Woodrow Wilson, was 
elected to the International Academy 
of Seience by the Italian government 
a number of years ago. Scientific 
articles written by her have been car- 
ried in outstanding scientific jour- 
nals. A textbook on botany was in- 
dorsed by the French government to 
be used in the schools of France. Dur- 
ing her early womanhood she wrote 
many books of fiction, one of the best 
known being “The War-time Journal 
of a Georgia Girl.” 

Frances Eliza Andrews was born 
August 10, 1840, in Washington, Ga. 
She was a daughter of the late Gar- 
nett Andrews and Anulett Ball An- 
drews, of Wilkes county, Georgia. She 
was a member of the first class to 
graduate from LaGrange Female Col- 
lege, at LaGrange, Ga. Her brother, 
the late Major Marshall Andrews, 
United States army, was the engi 
neer in charge of the first develop- 
ment on the Coosa river, designing 
the locks and dams in present use.
